BRIDGE TO BRIDGE RADIO TELEPHONE LISTENING WATCH:

VHF radio equipment used to meet the U.S. Bridge to Bridge Radiotelephone Act requirement for maintaining a
listening watch on the inter-ship navigation channel 13 (channel 67 in Lower Mississippi River) must be capable
of a continuos, uninterrupted watch. Any radio equipment capable of disrupting the channel 13/67 watch via
distress call on channel 16 or distress call on the Global Maritime Distress Safety System Digital Selective Calling
Channel 70 should either not be used or have that disruption feature disabled. For more information concerning
the project contact Mr. F .L. Parker at (202) 267-0358.

DIFFERENTIAL GLOBAL POSITIONING SYSTEM (DGPS):

1. On 29 January 1996, the Coast Guard declared the CG DGPS service operational for navigation and
positioning. During this Initial Operational Capability (10C) phase, users continue to be cautioned to use all
available navigational tools to ensure proper evaluation of position solutions. Problemsidentified during the
pre-operational phase will be resolved. Full Operational Capability (FOC) of the DGPS service is anticipated
when all operational and support performance requirements are met.

2. Broadcast stations atK okole Point, Kauai andUpolu Point, Hawaii provide DGPS signals to the Hawaiian
Islands. Kokole Point, Kauai broadcasts on 306KHZ at 200 bits per second andJpolu Point, Hawalii
broadcasts on 286KHZ at 100 bits per second.

OMEGA RADIONAVIGATION SYSTEM TERMINATION:

The Coast Guard intends to terminate its involvement in the worldwide Omedaadionavigation System on 30

September 1997. Thiswill include closure of the two stations located in the U.S9.émoure, North Dakota and

Haiku, Hawaii) and termination of the existing bilateral agreements with the six partner nations (Argentina,

Australia, France, Japan, Liberia, and Norway). The Omega navigation system primarily serves aviation and
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weather users. The Department of Transportation recently completed its review of Omega navigation requirements
and notified the U.S. Coast Guard that most users will complete their conversion to Global Positioning System
technology by September 1997.

HAWAIIAN ISLANDS - ISLAND OF OAHU - PEARL HARBOR - Construction:

The Channel opening at the Ford Island Bridge will be closed intermittently from April 1 to June 30, 1997 as
pontoon and transition bridge sections will be positioned and installed. Permission to use the channel must be
cleared by PortOps and Dillingham-Manson. A NO-WAKE zone will be enforced at the channel. The bridge
channel will be permanently closed on July 1, 1997. The derrick barges, SCANDIA and VASA, and work boats,
KIMBERLY and ROUGHNECK, along with 45" x 180" supply barges, will be working between the eastern tip of
Ford Island and the Pearl Harbor shoreline north of the ferry boat landing. Concrete piles to support the bridge
will be driven in the channel, thereby restricting its width to 650 feet. The work boats and barges will also be
making trips to Whiskey 22 pier and the Victor piers for material loading. Hours of operation will be 0700 to 1730
HST, Mondaythru Friday. The call signs are as follows: SCANDIA - WAO 5175, VASA - WSB 3570 and
KIMBERLY - WAF 4546. VHF-Channel 69 will be monitored. The aquatic portion of the project is scheduled to
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be completed by December 1997. In the interest of safety all mariners are requested to use caution while transiting
the area.

No exclusive events involving ordnance will be authorized in areas“KAPU” and “WELA” from 1730 to
0730 HST unless requests are received NL T three working days prior to event date. Immediate fire evolution

HAWAIIAN ISLANDS - KAULA ISLET - Fishing Schedule:

The surface danger zone surrounding the Islet oKaula will be OPEN for fishing from 1201 HST on Saturdays to
1159 HST on Sundays every week unless otherwise advised. These waters are CLOSED to all unauthorized
persons at all other times. Diving is not permitted. This announcement does not permit entry ontaula Islet.

HAWAIIAN ISLANDS - KAHO’OLAWE - Fishing Schedule:

The Kaho' olawe Island Reserve Commission has announced the following status of tKesho’ olawe Island Zone B

for July 1997. KAHO' OLAWE surrounding waters will be OPEN for fishing by trolling only on Saturday, July 06,
1997, 12:01 a.m. to Sunday July 07, 1997, 11:59 p.m., and Saturday, July 20, 1997, 12:01 a.m. to Sunday July 21,

1997, 11:59 p.m.. These waters are CLOSED to all unauthorized persons at all other times. DIVING ISNOT
PERMITTED. Fishermen and boaters are reminded that unexploded ordnance in these waters are extremely
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dangerous. Neither the U.S. Government nor the State of Hawaii will be responsible for any damage to or loss of
property, or personal injury or death resulting from exploding ordnance in these areas. On May 7, 1994, the U.S.
Navy transferred ownership of the island oK aho' olawe to the State of Hawaii. Theisland, and the surrounding
waters seaward for a distance of two miles, are under the jurisdiction of th€aho’ olawe Island Reserve

Commission. By Hawaii Administrative Rules (13-260-1 to 13-260-5), the following are restricted zones: Zone A;
due to the imminent threat to public health and safety posed by unexploded ordnance, entry to the area from the 20
fathom isobath to the shoreline, as well asthe island itself, is prohibited. No one shall enter the Reserve area at

any time except as expressly permitted by the Commission. Zone B; entry into Zone B, from the boundary of the
reserve to the 20 fathomisobath is prohibited, except for fishing by trolling which will be allowed for specific dates
as noted above. All other fishing and ocean recreational activities are strictly prohibited.
